But if such details as 
to Indianapolis Pink. timely planting, spacing, soil, midge, and va- 
rieties are not properly attended to, the 
profit margin can quickly disappear—might 
even turn into a substantial loss. To make a profit they must not be 
treated as a catch crop. When a lot turns out to be a loss, as does hap- 
pen with us at times, the reason can usually be traced back to a prevent- 
able cause,—late planting, weak or diseased spots in the bed, or midge. 
When we have to fight this pest all summer we don’t sometimes realize 
the cost in time and material that it is piling up against the crop. The 
use of improved varieties does frequently make the difference between 
profit and loss. If you are skeptical on this, just remember that real im- 
provements are coming out annually and that live growers are watching 
for them: and that on an open market the variety that is just a little 
better sells first: any experienced shipper knows what that can mean to 
returns. True, a new variety might occasionally be gotten that doesn’t 
click as well with us as with the originator; but it is our experience that 
many failures with new ones is due to inferior culture. 





Another cost item that might easily be overlooked, without a cost find- 
ing system, is that of young stock. It is a fact that many large growers 
who figure costs and the advantages of having their cuttings delivered 
the day planned for them are ordering their mum cuttings thru this cata- 
log. When mums are propagated early, planted out or potted, and topped 
and again planted in May or June, they have run up a substantial cost, 
but the heaviest is the fact that such stock will not usually start off and 
continue growing as free as cuttings right out of the sand—delivered the 
day you want ’em: besides planting cuttings directly reduces labor costs 
to a minimum, and to make a profit on mums or any crop, every cost must 
be studied. Uniformly good quality is of first importance but it means 
nothing if it doesn’t leave you a margin. Whether your requirements are 
10 or 100,000, we want to hear from you.

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ON GROWING MUMS 


We should divide this subject into two 
phases, the professional growing of a uni- 
formly good crop and the business or eco- 
nomic end. Close attention to both is 
necessary if we are to make a profit. Space 
will not permit extended cultural notes, 
but here are a few fundamentals. Fresh 
or sterilized soil is safest for this crop. 
Old greenhouse material that has been 
heavily manured for several years is dan- 
gerous unless steamed or leached with hot 
water. We prefer old soil treated this 
way, to fresh material; but if steaming 
is not convenient, better use fresh, out- 
door soil, but remember that changing is 
three to five times as costly as steaming 
if properly equipped to do so. 


For black cloth shading the planting 
must be done earlier than when flowered 
normally, because, after buds are set, 
stems do not lengthen greatly. For plenty 
long flower stems a July shading of pom- 
pons should stand 16-18 in. tall at least 
when shading starts. We have planted cut- 
tings the middle of June of November var- 
ieties, and had them plenty tall to shade 
Aug. 15, but to flower them the last half 
of September calls for mid-May planting, 
and mid-July shading for most October 
varieties. On the other hand, if benches 
are occupied by a profitable crop thru 
June, it is well to know that cuttings or 
June propagated young stock can produce 
a nice grade of unshaded flowers if varie- 
ties are used that don’t tend to produce 
vegetative or blind growth,. The principal 
cause of such growth 
is excess soil moisture 
and fertility. Quite late 
planting also encour- 
ages blind growth. The 
problem of keeping 
down midge, aphis, and 
the disease known as 
VERTICILLIUM is a 
costly one. Midge can 
only be cleaned up thru 
regular, thoro fumigat- 
ing or spraying, but 
verticillium can only be 
controlled by carefully 
selecting disease - free 
stock plants and plant- 
ing in sterilized or clean 
soil. This supplies two 
good reasons for steril- 
izing soil. Also, some 
varieties are much 


more resistant to VERTICILLIUM than 
others. We are designating such in this 
catalog with *. Some varieties will also be 
found more resistant to midge than others, 
but this seems to vary with culture. Where 
deep or ground beds are used, drainage is 
another important factor. In water-logged 
soil growth might take on the yellowing 
symptoms of Verticillium and be mistaken 
for it, but complete drainage is funda- 
mentally necessary for any crop. When 
a soil remains overwatered too long, air 
circulation is interfered with, causing the 
yellowing of growth. We believe that one 
reason for the superior growth we get 
thru gravel culture is due to the much 
more complete aeration the roots enjoy 
thru this method, that draws air in and 
out of the gravel at regular intervals. 


In large or standard mums the demand 
is generally for medium size flowers such 
as produce two to a plant spaced 7x10 or 
11 in. Spacing 7x8, one flower to a plant, 
we find not so profitable, tho it generally 
results in more uniformly large flowers. 
On the other hand, some retail growers 
find it more profitable to space about 
8x10 and grow 4-6 flowers to a plant for 
the good reason that you can, as a retailer, 
usually net more from the half dozen 
smaller flowers than one or two larger 
ones. 

In England they are largely grown 10- 
12 to a plant while for the Paris Market, 
the bigger they are, the better, and so de- 
mands vary in our own country.

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SHADING FOR 
EARLINESS 


‘Supplementing the 
suggestions already 
made on this subject 
we call special atten- 
tion to the use of sound 
or new cloth for shad- 
ing. Most material 
when used a few sea- 
sons does not shut out 
enuf light. This some- 
times seriously delays 
bud setting. The use of 
a rubberized cloth tends 
to shut out air circula- 
tion, encouraging the 
spread of rot. This can 
be overcome by remov- 
ing or lifting the side 
cloth. Should it become 
increasingly difficult to 
get suitable cloth, it 
might be well to know 
that a good grade of 
kraft paper can be used 
and that if cared for it 
will hold up 2-3 seasons. 
We bought our supply 
of this in 1940 from the 
Sisalkraft Co., 205 W. 
Wacker Drive, Chicago, 
at 22c per sq. yd. Mums 
are what are known as 
“short day” plants 
which means that bud 
formation is brought on by shortening 
fall days. If the days did not shorten 
growth would continue without bud form- 
ation. 
formation with artificial lights. To bring 
about bud formation shade is applied 
at 5 P.M. and removed at 7 A.M. At 
5 P.M. total darkness is of course not 
attained with shade. The degree necessary 
might be referred to as fairly dark. Mea- 
sured by a light meter the light should 
not exceed 2 ft. candles. If greater, bud 
setting will be delayed accordingly. The 
shade is maintained on pompons until the 
latest buds show color. With the large 
standards shade should be applied until 
buds are about % in. in diameter. From 
3-4 weeks shading is usually necessary. 
Approximately 60 days from the start of 
Shading is necessary to fully developed 
flowers, but this will vary the naturally

We do not recommend the earliest shad- 
ing to start much before July 15, for the 
demand for mums is not very active be- 
fore mid-Sept. We suggest starting shade 
with a limited area on the above date, 
starting another lot July 25. When 
flowered before Sept. 15 in our latitude 
there is danger of loss thru high temper- 
atures softening flowers which invites de- 
cay under excessive moisture conditions. 
Unless naturally hard standards are used 
there is some danger after Sept. 15: but 
after this date weather is generally favor- 
able and demand active. 


TO DELAY FLOWERING 


This procedure is the reverse of black 
cloth shading for early setting of buds. 
It is sometimes of considerable value in 
extending the flowering period of espe- 
cially well liked kind. 


It is accomplished thru prolonging day- 
light with electric lights as already sug- 
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gested. For mid-season kind, 
turn on lights about Aug. 20. 
For December varieties, start 
a week later. Do not start 
later, or finished stock will 
tend to have long necks 
and sometimes, malformed 
flowers. Use 40 Watt bulbs 
with reflectors. Space lights 
5 feet and high enuf to spread 
the light well over the bed. 
Turn lights on when darkness 
is reached and for 8 hours 
daily. Continue the lighting 
for three-fourths as many 
days as it is wished to delay 
flowering; in other words, if 
you wish to defer flowering 
20 days, keep the lights on 
them 15 days. It is not con- 
sidered practical to delay 
flowering more than 8 or 4 
weeks. Take first bud show- 
ing after light treatment 
stops.

ECONOMIC QUESTIONS 


Tho this crop occupies bench space 
largely during summer when overhead is 
low, the profit in it is usually close and 
unless costs are watched, the margin in it 
might easily disappear. We are not plug- 
ging for high-priced novelties when we say 
the question of varieties is important. 
While it is somewhat determined by local 
demands, it must be remembered that 
some kind are quite generally better than 
others. We have tried to designate such 
in this catalog. Our long list is necessary 
because some growers find certain k'nd do 
well with them, and they insist on calling 
for them, tho others might be better. 
Some of the inferior ones we have been 
carrying, and that we are sure are super- 
seded, have been dropped from this list. 
Also, don’t overlook the value of the Sin- 
gles and the Anemones. Some, especially 
in the new ones, are quite attractive, and 
in your interest, we do not hesitate to say 
that some new ones in all classes should 
be tried annually; for none are sent out 
that are not at least an improvement with 
the originator. 


In our own experience we find a sub- 
stantial advantage in two ways to have all 
our plant stock in the form of rooted cut- 
tings. First there is a saving of half or

more in cost of a cutting, over early propa- 
gated stock. ‘Easy to figure this out. Sec- 
ondly, an unchecked rooted cutting will 
start off and grow more freely and be 
more resistant to disease than early stock 
that has been transplanted twice, topped 
and more or less checked. We use the first 
lot of early cuttings to plant out for later 
cuttings. We try to have all cuttings in 
the sand a month to six weeks before date 
for planting. If cuttings are potted or 
planted out 38-4 weeks before planting, 
they should receive little or no check in 
replanting. The extra labor and space in- 
volved should be balanced by extra growth, 
but avoid early propagated stock. 


COST OF CUTTINGS 


An increasing number of growers who 
maintain cost records are finding it profit- 
able to pass all responsibility for their 
cuttings over to us. We furnish them per- 
fectly rooted the day you want to plant. It 
is significant to note that all of our large 
buyers of 50 to 100,000 cuttings, each, are 
among the most successful growers. In 
figuring the actual cost of cuttings you 
must go further than making and sticking 
them in the sand; $5.00 per 1000 should 
cover that. First cost is space covered 
with stock plants all winter. We figure 
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this worth 50-60c per sq. ft. Next figure 
cost of insecticides. Then we all spend 
something for stock plants of new or 
standard varieties, and when it gets warm 
during April-May there is usually some 
loss in the sand with any grower. Also, 
when propagating usually the: least de- 
sirable varieties are the heaviest cutting 
producers, tempt.ng us to overdo on them, 
while when ordering requirements you will 
have exactly what your fall made notes 
tell you what should be used and this 
changes some annually. Sometimes this 
means considerably, one way or the other. 
Another indirect cost is that of propagat- 
ing during the most crowded season—the 
spring months, when costly neglect of 
something is the rule with most of us. 
Figure it all up and you will find that 
under present labor conditions, well rooted, 
clean cuttings will cost you around $30.00 
per thousand. When successfully produced 
in quantity by a specialist this figure can 
of course be reduced some, but we don’t 
believe the average grower can or does 
much reduce this cost figure. 


POT PLANTS 


The demand for well grown pot plants is 
clearly increasing. Whether this is due to 
increasing business or the lasting quality 
of mums, it is important to appreciate and 
take advantage of it. Of first importance 
is an unchecked start. To assure this plant 
use well rooted, clean cuttings, 3-4 of 
them in a 5 to 6 in. pot. 
While this calls for 
some care in watering, 
it cuts out the costly 
job of repotting which 
is necessary. Also to 
assure a nicely balanced 
plant,space the cutting's 
well. Most growers do 
this planting in June 
and 3 pinches are usual- 
ly required. The first 
one is made 2-3 weeks 
after planting. The 
second, about 30 days 
after planting; the last 
pinch after the breaks 
from the second get to 
drawing out and is 
usually made in August, 
and if the breaks have 
drawn considerably and 
are soft, pinch rather 
hard. Remember that 
the finished plants of 
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the small flowered kind shouldn’t exceed 
12-18 in., while the disbuds should not 
exceed 18 in., and to get maximum size 
to flowers and value in plants, attend 
to disbudding large flowering ones timely. 
The general feeding principles that apply 
to bench crops should be somewhat in- 
tensified with pot plants, especially after 
they become well pot bound, and at this 
stage it is even more important to watch 
watering closely. From most sections 
comes an increasing demand for large- 
flowered classes for pots, but the medium 
size “disbuds,” especially adapted to this - 
purpose are most popular. The most suit- 
able varieties for pot plant purposes are 
indicated thus “P.”

CARNATION VALUES INCREASING 


Due to better colors, stems and size, Carnations are more than coming 
back—they are going ahead, and if managed with consideration for their 
tequirements they are profitable. We must start with early propagating, 
not later than January, for we clearly find that a strong Dec. started plant 
will be more profitable than two late propagated ones planted together. 
And if you are starting out with young stock free of the germs of stem rot 
you will keep free of it by sterilizing the potting as well as the bench soil. 
Also, in field planting do not use the same soil more often than necessary. 
And plant well hardened stock in the field early as is safe to do so. We 
use an overhead sprinkling system which safe guards them against some 
freezing. Also, we get all our planting finished early in July as possible. 
We prefer to grow our young stock in 214 in. plant bands, planting in the 
field with bands. This enables us to lift them with roots intact as shown 
in cut on right. And here is another fundamental point. If your present 
stock is at all sick, especially with stem rot, it will pay and pay well to 
replace it with clean, vigorous stock from growers who specialize in pro- 
ducing such, and to keep such stock clean, use only sterilized or clean

SUMMER CARNATIONS 


Charley Newbold. (Taken from Sept., 1941 Grower Talks) 


A test planting of Carnations here at West Chicago to be grown under 
cloth in the Spring of 1941 was arranged for last Fall. We took some cut- 
tings in the latter part of November of Peter Fisher, Puritan and King

Cardinal. As soon as these cuttings were rooted, they were placed in our 
regular 214” wooden plant bands and carried in these bands in flats until 
early May and then planted in bands in the cloth house with the idea of 
having blooms during the summer when there are no Carnations being 
cut from the greenhouses. There were approximately 420 Peter Fisher 
plants for this test. These were planted 7x9” in ground beds. By ground 
beds we mean directly on the ground, no side boards and no benches of 
any kind. We also planted 420 Puritan and just 18 King Cardinal at the 
same time. 


These were grown along and were only given one feeding of 5-15-5,. 
florist mixture. This was applied at the rate of four pounds to a hundred 
square feet of bench surface. All plants grew well under these conditions, 
but Peter Fisher was outstanding in that it started to flower much earlier 
than Puritan or King Cardinal. They started blooming the end of July and 
we will get three to five flowers from each plant before the first of Sep- 
tember. There is a second crop coming up from below from which we 
may cut another crop of flowers providing we do not have a severe frost 
early this season. The stems of Peter Fisher average about 24”. They 
are strong, stiff and the flower is almost equal to size of our winter cut. 
The flower apparently does not fade as rapidly as Peter Fisher does in 
the greenhouses along in March and April. 


The results of experiments so far this summer have been considered 
fairly satisfactory. We are going to attempt several more beds next year 
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but instead of planting the plants 7x9 we will plant them 6x7 and try to 
start making the cuttings by the middle of October. In this way we will 
pinch them for a crop to come in, if possible, around the middle of July. 
If we should succeed in getting a crop at that time, we believe the second 
crop will undoubtedly come before severe cool wather in the Fall. The 
Puritan does not show as much possibilities as the Peter Fisher and they 
seem to be slower. The stem is weaker under the cloth than it is in the 
greenhouse and the flower is relatively smaller as compared with our winter 
blooms that are the flowers of Peter Fisher which were compared with 
flowers that bloomed in the greenhouse at the same time last winter. The 
planting of King Cardinal is a very small one as you know. They are grow- 
ing as well as Puritan but will bloom later than Peter Fisher. King Cardinal 
being red, it is almost impossible to keep the Thrip from damaging the 
blooms to a certain extent in the summer. 


These Carnations we are referring to are still in the wooden bands and 
it is possible that after it is too cold to keep them outside we may place 
them in a cool house and may still get a fairly good crop off of these 
plants this coming spring. The accompanying photograph shows the gen- 
eral appearance of the Peter Fisher plants that we refer to. It will give 
you the idea of the number of flowers and length of the stems. We believe 
that any Carnation grower who has a cloth house might do well to test 
out some of his plants in the manner referred to above.

CARNATIONS IN GRAVEL 


Carnations have proved one of the 
crops most adaptable to gravel cul- 
ture. This is very well illustrated in 
the two pictures shown on this page. 
The above illustration shows a small 
portion of our planting about two 
weeks after benching. At the left 
can be seen the identical bench as it 
appeared this fall. As you can see, 
the growth is very good, and there 
are an abundance of flowers. With 
several years experience behind us, 
we can’t help but be enthusiastic 
about what the future holds for gravel 
culture and carnations. Last season, 
the quality as well as the quantity of 
flowers left little to be desired. Add 
to this the very definite saving in 
labor and more profitable carnation 
crops should follow. The few cases 
of failure that have come to our at- 
tention where this method of culture 
was followed have been in moving 
the plants from the field to the bench. 
Our conclusion, based on our own 
experiments and the work of others 
is that at least a part of the soil should 
be left on the plants as they are 
benched. With this precaution and 
some care in watering, they should 
come through without any trouble.

failure to consider all factors entering into their cost. We assume 
that first class, well rooted cuttings are referred to. If only the labor 
of making, sticking the cuttings into the sand, and watching them 
until rooted is counted, the cost will be around $5.00 per thousand, 
depending on the season and Jabor conditions. During the busy spring 
months the cost will be some higher. The next cost is that of the 
space occupied by stock plants from say Nov. until June. Only way 
to determine this ‘s to figure value of a crop that would occupy this 
space during that period. In doing this we should estimate from 50 
to 60 cents per square ft. Next cost figure is that of insecticide and 
time used applying it. Some allowance should be made for stock 
plants, for we cannot fail to annually try other varieties. Some 1in- 
direct costs that are slight but usually certain during spring propaga- 
tion is loss of cuttings thru rotting in sand, loss*thru not determining 
in the fall exactly the list of varieties you should have, and having 
them in one uniform size the day you figure on planting them. 
This item can become considerable when we figure that early propa 
gations must be potted of planted out and when planting time comes 
are in various sizes and degrees of hardness. Still another indirect 
loss is the fact that the spring months when propagation is at its 
height, we are most pressed with other work and usually something 
suffers, so, When all these factors of cost are fully allowed for, and 
we are only fooling ourselves when we dont count them, we find 
the cost of well rooted cuttings to be between $25.00 ard $30.00 
per thousand. These figures are based on the average growers setup. 
When the business of producing these cutting’s is well organized, and 
managed, and propagation is carried out on 4 large scale, the cost 1s 
of course lowered.
